a  composite  sample  of  the  lot  of 
seed  from  which  shipment  is  taken. 
This  sample  is  obtained  by  taking 
small  quantities  of  seed  from  dif¬ 
ferent  portions  of  the  lot.  These  are 
mixed  thoroughly  so  as  to  make  the 
composite  sample  as  representative 
as  possible  of  the  entire  lot  of  seed.  A  portion  of  this  sam])le  is 
taken  to  make  the  purity  and  germination  test.  This  is  the  gen¬ 
eral  method  of  testing  seed  and  is  followed  by  ourselves.  In  most 
cases  the  analysis  is  our  own,  but  occasionally  we  use  the  analysis 
furnished  by  the  party  selling  us  the  seed  if  from  a  reliable  shipper.
